I have  been  meditating 
seriously  on  your  iimely  expression  in  an  edi- 
torial on!  first  page,  to  wit  : ‘‘I  is  time  now 

to  have  constitutional  prohibition,  local  op- 
tion cohering  as  it  deed,  si^ty-one  out  of 
seventy-fcix  counties.  ” 

You  remember;  when  the  temperance  re- 
port was  read  before  our  convention  at  Mc-| 
Comb  Cjty,  there  was  an  amendment  offered 
to  the  s^id  report,  to  the  effeejt  that  the  we 
memiriilizs  our  legislation  to  give  us  a law,  ' 
making  the  illegal  sale  ol  whtsky  a felony, 
and  also  to  metnori  lize  Governor  Longino  to 
recomrajtnd  to  the  legislature!  to  give  ns  a 
State  laW  against  the  sale  of  inloxican's.  As 
some  of! us  know,  this  amendment  was  lost 
by  a vole  of  12  to  8 many  of  the  brethren 
were  asleep  and  did  not  vote  at  all.  T wo 
prominent  brethren,  in  thtir  Speeches  on  the 
temp<rajuce  rejort,  tather  boosted  that  they 
were  D<*mc  crats  and  had  neve^  voted  the  pro- 
h’bitioq’  ticket  Just  w by  thi  good, brethren 
opposed  the  amendment  to  the  report,  some  of 
us  are  little  curious  to  know.

In  September,  1892,  he  was  called  to  the  pas- 
torate at  Bine  Mountain  and  Ripley,  each  for 
half  time,  4nd  remained  pastor  at  Blue  Moun- 
tain for  three  years,  resigning  in  September 
1895  to  eijter  the  University  of  Virginia, 
where  hef  studied  Greek,  Latin,  English  Lit- 
erature amt  Philosophy.
